Oar market is in a atateo! punic owing to.tha 
scarcily of Sycee, not only here but also at the 
Ootporte, aid business Is almost at a standstill, 
Never before has such a! stringency prevailed 
for so long a lime, interest having been abnorm- 
ally high for more than amonth past, and Jast. 
atthe mostcitical, searon of the year The 
market has been dennded of allver by shipments 
to the Qutports, and the inability of the Foreign 
Banks tu. buy drafts. on London, which would 
herve enabled them to Import Sycee. This was 
brought about by the actlor of one of the Banks, 
that had torend money.to Europe on aczount 
of the Chinese Government to pay the Interest 
on one of the loans, electing to do so by baying 
ap all the bills they could ret. hold of for months 
abead at rates the other Banks could not look 
at. The Chamber of Comme ce betng appealed 
toby come of the leading houtes to try and get 
the Forelgn Banks to do something to alleviate 
the present severe pressure, addressed a letter 
to that body, the following belog the: reply 
tcelved:-- . Q : 

““Yo reply to your letter of yesterday regardin 
the present shlagency {o the money market an 
the exorbitart rate of interest now ruling, aed 
asking the Exchange Banks to consider if any 
alleviation can &: devised, I have to faform you 
thet the Managers of the Exchange Bauks held 
a meeting yesterday, aflepoon to discuss the 
matier, . ;
